For, mere ordinary first crop congous the’ 
prices are more moderate, but as soon a8 
the first fleet has left no doubt rates will 
decline appreciably. The quantity of China 
tea to be exported during this sesson will 
be very large, and probably ten per ont. 
in excess of last year's shipment, though 
that quantity was too Jarge by twenty mil- 
lious uf pounds. The Yangtze teas, on the 
whole, are not of average quality ; and of 
the Foochow teas it. is said the deteriora- 
tion of quality, year by year, is evidenced 
by the. first arrivals from the tea districts,
